CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent of the North China Daily News writes as 
follows :— 

The Japanese Minister and suite took their departure for 
Peking on the 27th July, after a stay of six days, From the 
25th July until his departure the Minister stayed, by invitation, 
at the American Consulate. The sojourn of his Excellency in 
Tientsin was as interesting as it was brief. The day after his 
arrival he notified the Viceroy of his presence, and on the 24th 
July ‘an interview took place between them at the Viceroy’s 
yamen. It is well understood here that Li has on several ovca- 
sions declared his intention not to permit the Japanese Minister 
to go to Peking until satisfactory explanations were made for 
the recent operations in Kormosa. But the Viceroy reckoned 
without his host; the Minister from Japan has had a good 
schooling in diplomacy —of the Oriental kind. He was 
very gracious and civil, but said never a word about Formosa. 
He coolly informed the Viceroy that he had been teeta by 
the Government of Japan to reside at Peking as Minister, and 
that he was now on his way to that delightful city. The Viceroy 
began at once to discuss the Formosa difficulty, and gave vent to 
his feelings by handing the Minister a slip of paper, on which 
was written a favourite quotation from the Chinese classics, re- 
garding the “lawless encroachments of one State upon the terri- 
tory of another.” The Minister received it with the greatest 








sang froid possible, and after the Viceroy had wasted his breath 
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in high-flown rhetoric, quietly informed him that he had anly- 
called to pay his respects, not to discuss internationab affhirs ; 
that he had been accredited to the Chinese Government at Pe- 
king, and that he was now on his way thither. Having said 
this much he made a pleasant bow, and left his host in a state of 
mind bordering on distraction. The declared intention and great 
aim of. the Viceroy was to engage the Minister. in a dimeuspion, 
and sq prevent his going to Peking: He failed signally. So 
keenly did he feel the mortification of his failuve that he did net 
retarn the Minister's call, but sent a deputy to say-that he had 
been taken suddenly indisposed. The helplessness of the Chinese 
in the present state of affairs between themselves and the Ja- 
pmese is pitiable. ‘hey feel their humiliation, but oft course 
are too proud te acknowledge it. 

has been an unpleasant rumour here of another mas- 
sacre of foreigners, which it is reported will occur on the 8th of 
August. This rumour has taken its rise in the interior. Little 
attention is paid to it so far, and it is believed to be a false alarm ; 
but one never knows just when to expect the wolf. The matter 
has been officially brought to the notice of the local authorities, 
but the general belief is that there is no danger to be appre- 
hended from the mob at present. 

Chén, the Customs’ Taoutai of Tientsin, has retired from office, 
and is succeeded by Sun, an expectant Taoutai, who takes charge 
of the office temporarily. Everybody is glad to see Chén retir- 
ing from office. He is not wanting in ability, but his obstruc- 
tiveness and avarice have rendered him obnoxious to both Chinese 
and foreign residents. He is reported to carry with him in his 
retirement from office the neat little sum of Tls. 300,000. The 

ueezing among the inhabitants of the district under his admi- 
nistration will be remembered for a long time to come. 

The Chinese officials here have been taking active measures 
recently to prevent a recurrence of the floods this year. They 
have prohibited the slaughter of cattle for beef, and interdicted 
all theatrical performances for the space of three days! Let us 
hope that this well-timed and sensible action will afford us ample 
security from the inundation ! 


SHANGHAI, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th 
August ; the P. and O. mail from London, 26th June, arrived out 
on the 5th August. The following summary of news is from the 
North China Herald :— 

Rumours have been abroad during the past few days that the 
Chinese had concluded a loan for several million taels. So far 
as we can learn, nothing of the kind has been done in Shanghai. 
The only foundation for the statement seems to be that the 
Viceroy of Fobhkien has been negotiating in Foochow for a loan, 
but it is said without any actual result as yet. 

We hear upon pretty good authority that the Chinese, if they 
have not already done so, are about to stop the coal trade at 
Keelung, with the object of retaining the whole supply for Go- 
vernment use, and that the Japanese are taking a ilar course 
in relation to the Takasima mines. If this be true, it looks as if 
each side were reckoning its resources with a view to the even- 
tuality of war. 

The screw steamer Fenopen (No. 12 of the Foochow fleet of 
war-vexssels), a transport of 800 tons and 150 horse-power, com- 
manded by Captain Aft, came into port a few days since and 
took up an anchorage below the shipping, to wait orders. The 
Yengpau is the third troopship that has arrived within the past 
fortnight, and is the handsomest vessel of the three. She is, we 
believe, bound for the Yangtsze ports. Like the two that pre- 
ceded her, she has had temporary galleys constructed, in which 
are fixed five large rice-steamers, capable of cooking for 600 or 
700 soldiers. In connection with the present rendezvous of 
Chinese troopships in the Yangtaze waters, we may mention a 
rumour which is afloat, to the effect that orders have been issued 
to the officials of the C. M. S. N. Co. to have their vessels ready 
to act on Government orders. 

The French mail steamer Meikong, on her way down river on 
the 2nd Aug., after clearing the Bar, had her stem caught by the 
flood tide, and was swung out of the channel on to the North 
bank, near the French godowns. Here she stuck fast, and 
though she had the assistance of two tugboats, she was unable to 
get off. Hopes were entertained that.as next morning’s tide 
would be somewhat higher, she would then succeed, but she 
again failed. At low water she had only thirteen inches under 
her stem and thirteen feet aft. The firm hold the steamer took 
on the bank is accounted for by the fact that she was going ss 
ten knots against the tide, to give her steerage way round Phea- 
sant Point, and when the upward current caught her, as she had: 
to come to some extent athwart stream, after clearing the narrow. 
bar channel, her way could not be stopped in time. Boats were 
at work lightening her, and the mails and cargo were being 
transferred to the Menzaleh, for conveyance to Hong Kong, when 
on the 4th Aug. the Mek t off quite unhurt, and proceeded 
on her way homeward, with the mails and cargo.

e had lent the man, together with the deed, but he refused 
to satisfy her as to either request. The woman appealed for re- 
dress to’the Acting Superintendent of Police, who ordered the 
sarap to give up the paper, and took him before 

hén, with a view to dismissing him from the fore if 
the charge should be proved. The man produced a deed, which 
he declared to be the true one, but which the woman averred 
was a forgery, the impress of the hand being no larger than a 
child’s. The magistrate said he could not recover the money the 
man was alleged to have got ; and, as to the deed, if the one pro- 
duced were not the true one, he could only compel the man to 
lodge an indemnity in Court in favour oF the woman, against 
the possible production of any other deed. We believe -the 
man’s dismissal from the police force will follow upon the diz 
closure. The extraordinary thing about such cases is the deli- 
berate recognition of those slave-dealing instrumenta, “ body 
deeds,” by the Chinese authorities. Custom is sacred in China, 
however, even when the custom is disgraceful ; and probably the 
worthy magistrate could cover over such iniquities with a misty 
quotation from the Classics, 

Our Chefoo correspondent mentions that a row has occurred 
at the new lighthouse works on the Shantung Promontory, it 
which one man was killed and one wounded. From another 
source we are told that the row probably arose between the Che 
foo and the Ningpo coolies, about thirty of each of whom, with 
two Europeans, had been left to go on with the works, Captains

FOOCHOW. 

The Herald has the following :— 

FLE. the Futai Kas returned to this port from the North. 
In view of the Formosa difficulty the Lekim and other arbitrary 
exactions will now doubtless be fully enforced. Troops are 
being rapidly pushed forward to Formosa, several thousand 
men having embarked at this port and Amoy during the week. 

A Court of Enquiry into the conduct of Captain MacNabb, 
of the late 3.9. Canton, has honourably acquitted the captain of 
all blame in connection with the loss of his vessel. The wreck 
of the steamer has entirely disappeared, and is now lying in 
about ten fathoms of water. 

We believe that the Provincial authorities have succeeded in 
negotiating a loan with one of the local banks. Customs duty 
bonds will, we understand, be given as security. Preparations 
for war with Japan continue with unabated vigour. Large 
orders for firearms and munitions of war are being executed, 
and the Provincial Militia have been called out. 


FORMOSA. 
fie J igi EXPEDITION. 

A Login! ieee the Hong Kong Duily Press writes as 
follows, under date Takow, 22ud July ay 2 ; 

It may now be regarded asan accepted fact that the Japanese 
have offered to evacuate Langkiaou on the payment of their ex- 
penses, nmounting to something between a million and a million 
and a-balf of dollars, and that the Chinese Commissioners have 
referred the demand to head-quartera. As, however, forty 
thousand foreign armed troops from the neighbourhood of Tient- 
sin are under orders for Formosa, and many other warlike 

reparations, too numerous to mention here, are being made, there 
is very little probability that the Chinese contemplate agreeing to 
the Japanese terms. They have very much the appearance of 
trying to avail themselves of this proposition as a means of gain- 
ing time, and of delaying till they are more ready to take decided 
action. Nothing new has been heard very recently from Lang- 
kiaou ; but a most unfortunate occurrence has happened at Hong 
Kong, the little village north of Langkiaou, whose inhabitants 
invited the Japanese to come and defend them against the 
savages. One of the villagers there has been cui down and 
killed by a Japanese, from whose lust he was trying to protect 
his wife: The Chinese inhabitants, as they have been unable to 


obtain any. redress, have closed their market against the Ja-' 


panese, and will bave no dealings with them. ‘Fhe temper of 
the two parties is such as to be a serious cause for apprehension. 
Pan-ta-jem, the Assistant Commissioner, arrived hereon the 20th 
July, with Mr. H. 0. Brown, and has since left on his way South. 
A y of two thousand troops is shortly to be encamped at 
Takao. As there is nothing in the immediate neighbourhood of 
this little town but water, swamp, and bill, and barely room for 
the present ation, the troops will have great difficulty in 
finding camping-ground. They are sure to be a source of annoy- 
ance to both the native inhabitants and the foreign residents. 
The special correspondent of the China mail writes under date 
Amoy, 7th Aug., a3 follows :—I hear from a reliable source that 
the Japanese will not evacuate the island except on receipt of an 
indemnity for the expenses of their expedition. On the other 
hand, the Chinese laugh ab the demand, and have sent an ul- 
timatum to the Japanese to leave within 100 days from the 21st 
June. The Japanese have cut a road from Liangkiau in a direct 
line to the eastern coast, and have occupied the coast this side 
(west) to the north of the new road. Such being the case, a war 
is almost inevitable, and China is making every preparation for 
such a contingency. They have contracted, it is said, to have 
& cable laid from Taiwan to Amoy at a cost of $800,000. 
Whether this amount is correct or not it is impossible to say. 
The Chinese are concentrating their troops in Formosa, and every 
town in the island is to be strongly garrisoned. At Taiwan 
alone they have about 10,000 soldiers. Some 7,000 or 8,000 of 
Li Hung Chaag’s disciplined troops are coming down ; 5,000 or 
6,000 fram Canton, and about the same number from Chang 
Chowfoo. The last mentioned force will be despatched to Takow 
in few da; Large guns have been bought and Amoy is to be 
strongly fortified. . 
China is evidently determined to have it out, and is showing 
altogether a very strong front. She has one paramount advan- 
tage over Japan, and that isher great wealth. Her credit is ten 
times better than that of Japan, and in modern warfare money 
will to a great extent carry the day one would think ; for what 
can a country with an impoverished exchequer, and with her 
wgit shaken, do? It is fool-hardy on the part of Japan to 
. _ age into a war with China. In her eagerness to bring her- 
self into the comity of nations, she has gone mad, and the For- 
mMosan expedition is a clear illustration. She is going headlong 
to work without remembering that a nation is not to-be made itt 
one day. She would have done far better in looking after her

internal affaira than meddling with other people’s business. is 
her rule her people properly first before she aspires to colonise 
other people’s territory. Let the rebellious spirit of the Samourai 
be put down first before she seeks to civilise the savages living 
within the dominion of a friendly Power. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend- to the 15th August ; 
the P. and O. mail from London June 26 was received on the 
31st July, the following French mail of 3rd July arrived out on 
the 10th August, and the P. and O. mail of 10th July was re- 
ceived on the 13th August.

A meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the lst of 
August, present, his Excellency the Governor, the Hon. J. G. 
Austin, Colonial Secretary ; the Hon. Sir John Smale, Chief 
Justice ; the Hon. C. C. Smith, Colonial Treasurer ; the Hon. J. 
Bramston, Attorney-General ; the Hon. P. Ryrte, the Hon. Jas. 
Whittall, and the Hon. R. Rowett. 

5 ale minutes of the last meeting having been read and con- 
rmed, 

His Excellency introduced the business of the meeting by 
propusing the first reading of “an Ordinance to Consolidate and 
Amend the Laws Relating to Merchant Shipping, the Duties of 
the Harbour Master, the Control and Management of the Waters 
of the Colony, and the Regulations of Vessels navigating the 
same.” The Ordinance was one of ¢ importance, and the 
necessity for its passing now induced him to ask the Council to 
fix the earliest convenient day for getting it put through. 

After some discussion the Governor then put it to the Council 
to fix the earliest convenient day for the second reading, and 
Monday week was agreed to for that purpose. 

The Colonial Secretary submitted an Ordinance to authorise 
the appropriation of a sapplementary sum, not exceeding $32,000, 
to defray the charges of the year 1873, which was read the firat 
time. The Council then adjourned.

His Ex- 
cellency said that there were only two Bills to be brought before 
the Council, and that he thought the best plan would be to con- 
sider the second one first ; namely, the!Bill to appropriate a sum: 
not to exceed £32,000, whose provisions we noted in our last 
summary of proceedings, While the elerk was reading this Bill, 
the Colonial Secretary said that the increase to the Puisne Judge 
and others was sanctioned by a Hiome Ordinance. : 

Some conversation ensued on a question in relation to the fire 
department, put by the Hen. P. Ryrie, who was asked by the 
Governor to bring forward his question on another occasion. 
The 1 a a were noted, and will be in due course ded 
to. e Appropriation Increase Bill was read and ‘paseds 

On the motion of his Excellency the Governor, the Shipping 
Ordinance Bill was read a second time and discussed. 

Some discussion arose during the consideration of the third 
chapter, as to the salary to be paid to the members of the Marine 
Court, the number of members composing the Court, and the 

ualifications of the gentlemen of whom each Court should con- 
sist. The amount to be paid was agreed to, the opinion of the 
Council being evidently that $5 a day to the unofficial members 
was not too much. The Court is to be composed of five persons, 
and to be called the Vice-Admiralty Court of Hong Kong. At 
5.10 pm. the Council adjcurned for further discussion 2.30 
P.M. on the 11th. 

On the 11th and 12th., the discussion on the Mercantile Ship- 
ping Consolidation Ordinance was resumed, and the meeting 
afterwards adjourned until the 17th. , 

An extraordinary meeting of shareholders of the China Fire 
Insurance Company, Limited, was held at the Company's office 
on the 11th August, pursuant to a notice dated May 18, 1874, 
The following gentlemen were present.—Mr. H. Lowcock, 
Chairman ; Messrs. Jensen, S. D. Sassoon, Cairns, Dr. Dodd, R. 
Deacon, Boyd, Karberg, Russell, E. Sharp, G. Sharp, Burrows, 
Dr. Young, A. Andre, C. M. Kerr, Hall, Nelson, H. Smith, 
Nicaise, Wotton, A. Smith, Lyal, Hon. J. Ryrie, Heaton, Forbes, 
Hoppius, McIver. The notice of meeting was read by Mr. Jas. 
B. oughtrie, the secretary, who then read the proposed altera- 
tion in Paragraph No. 1, Art. No. 104 of the Company's Articles 
of Association, as follows :— . 

“%¥t may, except as by these presents is otherwise provided, 
invest the funds of the Company in or upon English, Indian or 
Hong Kong Government Stocks, Bonds, and Funds, or in or upon 
the Stocks, Bonds, Funds, and Securities of any foreign Govern- 
ment, Country, or State, upon mortgage on property in Hong 
Kong or elsewhere, and in or upon deposits or loans at interest 
to the banks established at Hong Kong or elsewhere, and may 
from time to time, subject to and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of these articles, convert or realise and re-invest the 
same as occasion requires.” 
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The Chairman explained the reason why the alteration was 
proposed to be made. He said that if the Company continued as 
rosperous as it had heretofore been, more funds would be in 
hand than could be invested in Hong Kong. The Directors 
wished to have power and authority to invest in other securities 
than these now permitted, and which would give a rate as gsod 
aud profitable as the present securities. 

Mr. S. D. Sassoon thought it was quite unnecessary to alter 
the articles. The present security was, he thought, as good as 
could be found ; the capital was small—$1,000,000—and that 
was not too much to have invested here without going abroad 
for stocks, bonds, funds, &. He thought thatif the money was 
locked up abroad it would be difficult to get money when 
needed. 

Mr. Sassoon proposed, and Mr. Deacon seconded that the 

proposed alteration was unnecessary. Mr. André sustained 

r. Lowcock by a few remarks, saying that it would be wise to 
allow the directors to invest their money in other securities 
than those at present specified. The proposition of Mr. S. D. 
Sassoon was then put and lost, and the original motion was 
declared carried. 

Mr. Lowcock thanked those present for their attendance, and 
declared the meeting adjourned until Aug. 25. 

The Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce have held a meeting 
relative to the blockade of the port by the Chinese Customs 
Cruisers, and have drawn up a memorial upon the subject for 
transmission to the Secretary of State, in which they serongly 
urge the Government to take some steps with regard to this evil, 
which most seriously interferes with the trade of the colony. 
One of the speakers stated his belief that if it had not been for 
the steamers, which cannot be touched by the Revenue cruisers, 
the trade of Hong Kong would long ago have been completely 
ruined. Some allusion was made at the meeting to the question 
of the revision of the P. and O. mail contract, but, as it appeared 
that this revision was only to be with reference to the steamers 
passing through the Suez Canal, it was decided not to take any 
steps in regard to the matter at present. 

The China Mal says :— We are glad to see that the alteration 
and repairs of St. Stephen’s Church (C.MLS.), Tai-ping-shan, are 
completed. A great improvement has been effected in the ar- 
rangement of the interior, the whole floor below the chancel 
being now level, and composed of red tiles and marble, whilst the 
chancel, approached by two steps of granite, is entirely of marble. 
A new pulpit of exceedingly chaste design adds to the attractive 
appearance of this interesting place of worship. The building is 
surmounted by a handsome cross, the gift of a well-known resi- 
dent, and the whole of the work has been most substantially 
executed under the superintendence of the hon. architect, R. S. 
Alford, Esq. It is satisfactory to know that over one-third of 
the requisite funds have been given by Chinese Christians, mem- 
bers . the congregation assembling every Sunday for Divine 
worship. 

The side-wheel steamer Yotsai, recently built by a Chinaman 
in Whampoa, for Mr. Acheong, of this place, went on her first 
trial trip on the 10th, and although she Eas in her only the old 
engines of the Prince Albert (a boat about half her size), she 
attained a speed of 10 knots an hour. She has a large ai 
saloon aft and an awning deck fore and aft, so that she will 
accommodate a great number of Chinese passengers.

At Kalaka he visited the Resident 
at Siratok (where he has ‘built a fort). This place promises to 
become more populous than the town at the mouth of the river. 
Affairs at Simanggang give less reason for congratulation. Head- 
taking continues amongst the Dyaks near the border.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 92nd ; 
August ; the French mail from London 17th July was received | 
on the 16th August. The following summary of news is from 
the Straits Times :-— 

Though no residents have yet been appointed to the Malay 
States, the Government déem it prudent to send Mr. F. A, Swet- 
tenham—who has shown considerable aptitude for such duties 
in recent missions to Laroot and Perak—to watch over British 
interests at Salangore pending the naa of a resident to 
that territory. The chronic disturbances chert out of petty 
jealousy between the chiefs in Salangore render this step neces- 
sary to prevent complications that, without any permanent bene- 
fit to the turbulent leaders, would paralyse the trade and retard 
the development of the country, and be seriously detrimental to 
the interests of British subjects, by whose enterprise and capital 
that trade is being conducted. It is, however, urgent that a re- 
sident, clothed with the necessary authority for the conduct of the 
business pertaining to his office, should appointed to these 
states at an early day, in order that confidence in the stability of 
their government may encourage the embarkation of capital in 
the development of their fertile resources and the promotion of 
an untrammelled commercial intercourse with their people, which, 
while greatly benefiting the trade of this colony, must‘alao exert 
a civilising influence upon the native population. 

In accordance with instructions from the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, when returning the Chinese Immigrants Ordi- 
nance of 1873 for amendment, a new Bill has been drafted on this 
gubject, which, previous to being brought before the Legislative 
Council, has been submitted to the Chamber of Commerce for the 
opinion of that body on its practicability and probable effecta 

he Chamber have not yet concluded the discussion of the Bill, 
but so far as can be learned, the feeling among mercantile men 
and even among the leading Chinese residents, is adverse to any 
measure of this sort, as likely to check the immigration of coolie 
labour finto the colony, without affecting the object in view, 
which is simply to protect the coolies from imposition on arrival, 
and would be Better attained by exercising supervision over the 
engagement and shipment of emi ts from the colony, wherein 
lie the abuses complained of in the Chinese petition that gave 
rise to legislation on the subject. 

The Criminal Sessions concluded at the end of last month, and 
the prisoner Moorbarrack, who was sentenced to death for the 
murder of his wife, underwent the extreme sentence of the 
law at the usualj place behind the jail. He seemed much 
more concerned about venting his spleen on some of the officers 
of the Police who had had charge of him than in the adjustment 
of his temporal affairs or the preparation for his hereafter. He 
met his death with perfect coolness. It has been determined to 
hold an Autumn Race ene, and the programme is ae 
published, showing three days’ sport on the 20th, 22nd, and %4 
October. The prizes offered are good, and as we have lately had 
numerous arrivals of superior horses from Sydney, uncommonly 
good racing is anticipated. Invitations have been issued for a 
Ball at Government House on the 3rd proximo in honour of Her 
Majesty’s Birthday. It will be remembered that at the cus- 
tomary season for this festival, his Excellency and Lady Clarke 
were away at Penang andj Perak. On the 12th inst. Captain 
Smith and officers of H.M.S. Charybdis gave a ball on that 
vessel as she lay at the Tanjong Pagar Dock—which was at- 
ate by the Governor and lade Clarke and the principal resi- 

ents. 

The previee of a man-eating tiger on the little island of 
Pulo Obin (the granite quarry of Singapore, first made known 
by the discovery of the mutilated bodies of two of his victims 
on two successive days, occasioned considerable excitement here 
about a fortnight ago, and a number of gentlemen proceed 
over to the island to endeavour to dislodge hiin from his hiding 
place. Heavy rains, however, which made operations in the 
Jungle impossible, prevented the execution of their design, and 
after two days they were obliged to return without havin 
accomplished anything. Nothing has since been heard rea 
ing the tiger, and though he may still be hidden on the island, 
it is quite as possible he has recrossed the straits to Johore; if 
not, however, the natives will, for their own safety, no doubt 
soon entrap him, the small area of the island rendering this 
comparatively easy. 

The steamship Alexandra, Capt. W. J. Stuart, from Sydney 
and Queensland wa Torres Straits and Samarang, with the 
Australian mails, arrived at Tanjong Pagar wharf. The follow-

IMPORTS. 

CHEFOO.—Mesars| Wilson, Coruabé and Co. report :—During the 
past month business in Cotten Goods has been very languid, and the 
only fabric for which there has been any enquiry has been Mexican 
T-Cloths, and for this article of medium quality Tls. 1.40 to 1.42 has 
been readily paid. Grey Shirtings have b2en saleable, but only at very 
low prices. Other Fabrics, both plain and fancy, have been neglected. 
Iron—both Nail Rod and Bar—has been in fair enquiry, but Lead has 
not been asked for. 

Hayxow.—The business of the fortnight had been of a limited na- 
ture although for the time of year it had been up to the average. No 
article had been in special demand and rates generally were unaltered. 

SHanaual.—With the exception of common Grey guods, the market 
had been quiet throughout the fortnight, and there was little or no 
change in quotations. Cotton Goods: Rather a large business had 
been done in common 8}1bs. Grey Shirtings, and the demand still con- 
tinued. Common T-Cloths had also been in request, and showed a 
small advance. White Shirtings were without alteration. Drills were 
quiet again, and the natives had been offering to re-sell their late _pur- 
chases at a decline. Fancy Cottons were unchanged. Woollens : 
There was little change to note, and business had been on a very 
limited scale. At the weekly auctions, Camlets showed a decline, but 
with this exception, prices remained unchanged. Market for Metals 
and Coals very quiet. ;

P Hona Koxo.—There had been very little doing in imports during 
the fortnight, and quotations showed little or no alteration. Prices, 
however, were weak and the dealers showed no disposition to buy, ex- 
cept to satisfy their most pressing wants. 

Batavra.—There had been a quiet market for piece goods, though on 
the whole there had been a somewhat better general demand than 
existed at the date of our last advices ; values, however, were without 
improvement, and in some instances a further decline had been esta- 
blished. 

Canton.—Lead has not been in much demand; LB was quoted $8 
to 8.03 and WB $8.05 to 8.18 per picul. Quicksilver was enquired for 
at $191 to 192 per picul. 

Srincapore.—During the fortnight, the market for all imports has 
been quiet ; there had been little change in prices, the demand had 
been dull, and only a limited business had been done. 

Prnanc.—During the fortnight the market had been excessively dull, 
and prices had decidedly ruled in favour of buyers. Transactions in 


all classes of goods had been on the moat retail scale, and prices were 
at the close extremely weak.

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s Report says :—Tea 
has continued to come forward freely since our last, arrivals for the 
week being 23,000 chests. The last two days there have been scarcely 
any fresh Teas put on the market, and we think the second crop leaf 
may now be considered all to hand. We make total arrivals to date, 
forty-four millions, or as nearly as possible the same as last year, so that 
the deficiency in the first crop, generally estimated at about two mil- 
lions, has been fully made up. ‘T'wo or three so called third crop Teas 
were shown a day or two ago. Not being liked here they have been 
forwarded to Shanghai, and it is said other parcels have been sent there 
direct. The quantity, however, will be very small, and scarcely worth 
noticing. We look for arrivals in quantity during the coming week. 
There is but a small business to report, settlements since 27th July 
amounting to only 3,053 chests and 4,320 half-chests. Prices show no 
appreciable change. Settlements have been assisted by the low fright 
and exchange, the former being reduced 10s., while credits hav. !cen 
settled as low as 5s, 11d. Sales are chiefly of Oonfars, rangin: frei 
Tle. 164 to 193. One or two Lee-lings have been settled at Tls. 174, 
and Shuntam packed at Tls. 15 to 154 per picul. 

KivKiana.—With the exception of a few small settlements all arrivals 
had gone forward to Shanghai on native account. Black Teas: Five 
chops had been settled at Ts. 21 for Ningchow, Tls. 17 to 20 for Kiu- 
kiang packed, and Tis. 21.3.0 for Hohow ; total arrivals, 142,085 chests. 
Of Green Teas one chop of 511 half-chests had arrived aud been shipped 
to Shanghai. 

SuHancHat.—Black : Purchases had again been very large, and showed 
quite as poor value as those of the previous fortnight. Previous prices 
had been fully maintained, and the liberal supplies which had come to 
hand had been hardly more than sufficient for the daily requirements ; 
at the close there was no sign of the demand slackening. Many of the 
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‘settlements had not been shipped, and the cargues of the Norman 

Castle and Kaisow were already bought. The bulk of the business had 
, been in Teas ranging from Is. 2d. tu 1s. 5d. The second crop had been 
‘ very full, and had been remunerative to the natives. Third crops were 
beginning to arrive. Settlements for the fortnight, 54,200 chests ; re- 
shipments, 1,750 chests; stock, 36,000 packages. Quotations : Hohow, 
fair to finest, 1s. 1d. to 2s. 14d. ; Oonam and Oanfas, common to good, 
113d. to 1s, 53d.; Ningchow, fair to fine, 1s, 3d. to 1s. 11d. ; Oopack, 
fair to good, 1s. 1d. to 1s. 5$d, Green : The chief feature of interest 
during the fortnight had been the opening of the market for country 
Teas at Tls. 47. After all that had been said about low prices in New 
York, and the heavy losses which importers were making, Teamen must 
have been very agreeably surprised to find their produc fetching 4 to 5 
taels above prices of last season. The cup quality of the Tea scen thus 
far was rather above the average, but no improvement had been made 
in their appearance. Pingsueys had been in some demand, at lower 
prices. The late arrivals, although of good make and colour, had little 
to recommend them in favour. The following were about the prices 
paid :—For country Tea, Tls. 34 to 47 per picul ; Pingsuey, Tis 21 to 
44 per picul ; Local-packed, Tls. 30 to 42 per picul. Settlements, 
18,625 half-chests ; stock, 61,410 half-chests. 

Foocnow.— Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co.’s Weekly Letter reports 
as follows :—There has been less doing in this market since 1st Aug., 
yet purchases during the week have been considerable. A large pro- 
portion of the settlements appear to have been made fur the Colonial 
markets. Teamen have been keeping supplies short of the demand, 
and settlements during the week exceed the arrivals, Congou : Busi- 
ness has continued on the same terms as last quoted, no noticeable al- 
teration in prices having taken place ; good common end flavoury kinds 
have been dealt in to a considerable extent, whilst large purchases of 
dust and low broken kinda have been made, rates for these latter de- 
scriptions must still be considered as very full. The second crop is 
now nearly all to hand, and the third is arriving. Souchongs: A fair 
business has again passed in this description, prices showing no change. 
Oolong : Several parcels have been taken at ‘I'ls, 207 to 23 short, fully 
maintaining previous rates. The fine lines will nuw shortly be gene- 
rally shown, as yet but one or two have been placed on the market, 
and it would be premature to judge of the quality. Flowery Pekoo: 
Only two chops have been taken, showing a considerable drop on last 
week’s rates. Scented Teas: This description has met with less in- 
quiry during the week, and prices are easier. 

AMoY anD Tamsut.—During the fortnight about 5,000 half-chests 
of Amoy Oolong, grading good to superior, had been bought for 
America on a basis of about $26 for good cargo, or say 34 over prices 
of first purchases last season. Operations had been confined to one 
buyer, and as no other offers were reported it was thought that fur- 
ther settlements were not likely to be made immediately. The arri- 
vals arggegated 115,200 half-chests, and the total settlements to date 
10,340 half-chesta, leaving a stock of nearly 105,000 half-chests. At 
Tamsui a moderate business had been done, principally in Teas grading 
superior and under, at a decline of $3 to 4 per picul on rates previ- 
ously current ; finer grades were however very scarce and commanded 
fully previous quotations. About 3,000 half-chests had been shipped 
to Foochow for sale there, the quality of which was thought to be 
inferior, though no musters were shown by the Chinese before the 
Teas left Formosa. The total export of Formosa Ouloongs to date to 
all quarters was 1,378,147 lbs., against 268,988 Ibs. last year. 

Cantoy.—Messrs. Deacon and Vo's Report says :---'The transactions in 
Tea, during the past fortnight, have been to a fair extent, and pric2s 
paid show scarcely any change from those quoted last mail. Latterly 
the stock of desirable Scented Teas has become somewhat reduced, and 
Teamen, unable to lay in fresh supplies of raw leaf on the same 
favorable terms as previously current, have been less eager to make 
contracts. Cuongou: A few purchases have been mate in the medium 
class at Tls. 18 to 21 per picul. Scented Teas: Of Capers, about 
3,000 boxes common to good common and clean have been taken at 
Tls. 114 to 13 per picul, but the bulk of the business has been in the 
fair to medium description at Tls. 16 to 21, the general run being 
much on the same basis of value as current previously, though the 
prices reported for some parcels indicate great irregularity. In Orange 
Pekoes, there is no change to quote, and supplies continue very 
moderate ; some rather common “new makes" hav been settled as 
low as Ts. 12 per picul. The fortnight’s business is summuriasd as 
follows :—Congou, 2,100 boxes, at Tls. 18 to 21 per picul. Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 5,000, at Ts. 12 to 25. Scented Caper, 21,000, at T's. 114 
to 21.

SHancHal.—The business for the French mail was done at a decline 
of Tla. 24 on Chop Silks ; “Chicks,” Nos. 3, 3§, and 4, being bought at 
Tis.

The report of the Horg Kong and Shanghai Bank, a tele- 

hic summary of which has already appeared, will be food 
tn full in our Advertising columns. 
‘Tue P. ayp O. Steamer “ Surat."—This vessel, which has been 
lengthened, was tried/at the measured mile in Stokes Bay on the 26th, be- 
foreresuming her position in the mail service with the East. The altera- 
tions have been effected by her original builders, Messrs. Dey, Sumyer, 
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and Co., of Southampton, by whom the ship was cut in two in tho wert 
graving dock and lengthened 40ft. din. Her original hurizontal engines 
have been superseded by compound engines of 530 nominal horse power 
capable of indicating 2,900-horse power, and calculated to drive her at 
@ apeed of 134 knots per hour. The cylinders are 48 and 96 inches in 
diameter respectively, with 4ft. 6in. stroke, and she is propelled by one 
of Griffiths’s three-bladed acrews, 18ft. in diameter, and with a pitch of 
22ft. The present dimensions of tne vessel are—Length between per- 
pendiculars 366ft. 6in.; breadth of beum, 41ft. 6in.; depth from top of 
floor to apar deck, 30ft. 3in.; tonnage, builders’ meagurement, 3,057, 
and grows, 3,141 tons. She is elegantly fitted throughout with every 
arrangement for the comfort of passengers, At the trial on Saturday, 
with en average pressure of 61}1b. of steam, vacuum 247 inches, and 643 
revolutions of engines per minute, the vessel attained .a mean speed of 
12.247 knote per hour, which would have been considerably higher had 
the ship been in better trim, ahe having only 700 tons dead weight on 
board, and the fans of the screw working eight or nine inches out of 
the water. Her draught was 15ft, Gin. forward and 17ft. 1lin. aft. 
Owing to the recent alteration, the Surat is now capable of carrying 
over 800 tons of cargo more than before on the same draught of water, 
and it is fully expected that she will regularly make 10 knots per hour 
at sea on a daily consumption of 28 tons of coal. The Surat arrived in 
the Victoria Docks at two o'clock on the 27th, and she will leave South- 
ampton on the &h October, with the heavy India and China mails.

Translations from the pais Jt Abdulla. With Comments by J. 
. Thomson. ry S. King and Co. 

“Asl cone this work on myself, so I shall call it the Hak- 
ayit, or Autobiography of Abdulla.” Such is the explanation given 
of the title by the author, and Anglicised by the translator. 
From the preface of the latter—who addresses it, Otago, New 
Zealand—we learn that the MS. was handed to him eighteen 
yeats ago, and written in the Malay language, though the 
characters are “essentially Arabic’—a specimen of which faces 
the title page. In performing his task Mr. Thomson has done 
full justice to the memory of the author, in-bringing it before the 
English reader with eolase comments on each , which 
amount to nearly as much subject matter asthe text itself. By this 
means a great deal that would be otherwise obscured isexplained. 
Indeed, if any fault is to be found with the commentary, it is 
being too diffuse, and containing personal remarks upon some 
eminent characters mentioned in the narrative that would have 
been much better expunged. A generation has passed away 
since the events occurred in the Indian #vehipelag to which 
the autobiography of Abdulla relates, aud though a humble wit- 
ness of the foundation of what are now designated the “ Straits 
Settlements,” nevertheless his descriptions of the leading men in 
these transactions, and their consequences, are graphic and truth- 
ful. Without entering into details, the chief interest of the book 
centres in the account given of Singapore and its successful 
establishment by Sir Stamford Rattles and Colonel Farquhar, after 
the British had abandoned Malacca on the 18th September, 1818, 
when it was transferred to the Dutch, according to a European 
convention, Abdulla was a native of that city, where he was 
firat taken notice of by Sir Stamford as an expert and anes er 
Malay writer, some ten years previously, when he was about 
twenty-one years of age, and afterwards employed asa trans!ator. 
It was in this capacity that he saw so much of his master and 
other British officials ; at the same time his own natural shrewd- 
ness and powers of observation, as evinced in these translations, 
show that he was more than au ordinary observer of events and 
their leading characters. When the island of Singapore was 
occupied by treaty with the Tomongong of Jahore, cn the 9th 
February, 1819, the site fixed on for the settlement was a mersh 
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and it became an important matter how to fill this up, and 
extend the town. On this head Abdulla has the following :— 

Now Mr. Raffles and Colonel Farquhar consulted about extending 
the town of Singapore, when the latter thought that Campong Glam 
was the direction for the mercantile part and the bazaars; but Mr. 
Raffles opined that the other side of the river was the proper site. To 
this Colonel Farquhar objected, the place being nothing but swamp, 
with bad water; and, besides, the cost of raising the land would be 
great. To this Mr. Raffles replied, that if Campong Glam were made 
the place for merchants, the other side would be a mere waste for 
hundreds of years, and not even then improved. Thus they were 
full of thought, one saying this and the other that; each devising 
plans. So they thought over this for three days, when it struck Mr. 
Raffles that he might cut down the hill near the Point, and spread it 
on the marsh. Sv Chinese, Malay, and Kling coolies, to the number 
of two or three hundred, were set to dig and carry the earth; others 
were set to break the rocks, which were here very plentiful and large. 
So each set to their special work as if a battle were raging. Now at 
this time the price of labour was high, viz., one rupee a day. -So at 
night a bag was required to carry the money for the payment of the 
labourers, and Mr. Raffles visited the works, to give directions to the 
overseers who had charge of the men. Nor was Colonel Farquhar 
idle, being on horseback every morning, seeing that the land was sec- 
tlonised far and near, which he sold by auction, or else gave away ; for 
all was under forest,—the object being to get it cleared. Now Colonel 
Farquhar suggested that I should take a bit for myself at Campong 
Glam, as he thought it would be the mercantile quarter ; so I took me 
to a place thereon with plank walls, but I remained there under con- 
stant fear, as I was surrounded by forest. 

Abdulla was a Mohammedan, but in the course of his expe- 
riences among the British he became indoctrinated into the 
tenets of Christianity, and he frequently enters upon the subject 
in his autobiography, but his commentator mentions that he 
never became a convert.

Dr. J. Forbes Watson, M.A., M.D., has just written a pamphlet 
on the “Establishment in Connection with the India Museum 
aud Library of an Indian Lustitute for Lecture, Inquiry, and 
Teaching, and on its Influence on the Promotion of Oriental 
Studies in England, and on the Progress of Higher Education 
among the Natives of India, and on the Training of Candidates 
for the Civil Service of India.” Dr. Watson urges the necessity 
for the establishment of an institute for the advancement of 
our knowledge of India, and he advocates the project upon 
other than political grounds, believing that an establishment of 
the kind indicated would promote many objects which are in 
themselves of interest to both countries, quite apart from any 
political significance which they may possess, Dr. Watson’s views 
on the subject are so clearly put forth and so excellent in their 
object that his scheme ought to obtain support from all those 
who are interested in the development of Oriental studies, and 
who desire to see a closer connection existing between our own 
country and India.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
Hamepure, Spr. 22. 

The assassination of Herr Ludwig Haber, Acting Consul for German- 
at Hakodadi, has made a painful sensation in this country. The unfor 
tunate gentleman was a native of Brieg, in Silesia, and the intelligence 
of his death was first received in a telegram from the Japanese Govern- 
ment to the Foreign-office at Berlin. In the absence of Prince Bis- 
mark the news was communicated by the Director of the Foreign- 
office, Baron von Philipsborn, to the brother of Herr Haber, adding 
that the sad event was confirmed by a despatch from the German Em- 
bassy at Japan. The assassin is a Japanese Samirai, who has been 
arrested, but the motive for the murder is not known yet. Herr Kem- 
permann, the interpreter to the German Embassy, has been sent off 
in the corvette Elisabeth to Yesso to obtain the necessary information. 

From the official returns published by the Statistical Department of 
our Board of Trade here, it appears that the number of vessels that 
arrived in this port in the first eight months of the present year was 
8,477, of 1,891,520 register tons, against 3,614 vessela and 1,332,980 
tons in the corresponding period (from January 1 to the end of August) 
of 1878, showing a falling off in the number of ships, but an increase 
of 60,000 tons of carrying capacity. The number of steamers arrived 
was 1,758, against 1,668 last year. 

As I intimated in my last letter, the Danish Government have now 
decided to appoint an Envoy to the Courts of Peking and Yedo, and 
have selected for that mission a military diplomatist in the n of 
Major-General Raasloeff, who was at one time Minister for War, and 
formerly accredited as Danish Ambassador with the Government at 
Washington. 

With reference to the sale of the armour-plated frigate Danmark, the 
Copenhagen semi-official Dagbladet says that the cancelling of the coa- 
tract was carried from considerations of a political nature, as it was ai- 
certained that the English purchasers, Messrs. Baring Brothers and Co, 
of London, intended to sell the vessel to one of the two East Asiatic 
Governments, between whom hostilities were then about to break out, 
but with both of whom Denmark was in a state of peace and amity. 
It was thought that the sale might be looked on as a breach of neu- 
trality, and lead to complications that had better be avoided. The 
Danmark was built in England just before the Danish war with Ger- 
many, but did not take part in it, as she was not allowed to go out o 
the country till the war was over. f 

The German Transatlantic Steam Company of this city—the so-called 
“ Eagle line ’—have convened a special general meeting of the share- 
holders for the 24th inst. at the Exchange Rooms, to report on thestate 
of the company’s affairs and prospects (which latter are not very 
brilliant, secing that the shares are now worth 27 for 100 thalers), and 
to ask leave to authorise the directors to raise 750,000 thalers by a 
second preference loan. It is expected that at the meeting a proposal 
will be made to sell the ships and wind up the concern, as they sre 
unable to compete with the old Hamburg-American Steam Company 
(whose shares, notwithstanding the competition, are quoted 2 per cent 
above par). 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTEeRDaM, Sept. 23. 

The day before yesterday the Session of the States-General was 
opened with a Speech from the Throne. The ceremony was of the 
usual character, and those who were of opinion that the speech would 
contain a programme of the Ministerial intentions are certainly much 
disappointed. The Ministers make many promises; but on the chief 
questions of the day they maintain a complete reserve. ‘The news 
from Atchin—his Majesty says—leads me to expect that by prudence 
and perseverance the resistance now offered to the Dutch authority 
will be vanquished.” This means that the war will be continued— 
which is certainly not what we wished. “The state of the Indian 
Archipelago is otherwise satisfactory. The crops give promise of a 
produce. It is my intention to lay before you shortly proposals for 
new railways in Java.” These are the most important, but very 
meagre clauses of the speech which refer to Java. As a matter af 
course, we were tly disappointed to find that not one word was 
said about the Reform Bill; but, on the other hand, it is regarded 9 
satisfactory that the Cabinet intend to make dry land of the Zuyderzee, 
and to assist the company, which has undertaken to make a canal from 
here to the North Sea. For the rest a great many Bills are promised, 
as they have been promised for several years past, and of course there 
is not the least chance of these promises being fulfilled. We know 
only this, that the Ministry means to work, and let us hope thet the 
Second Chamber will not make their labours of no avail. t 

The election at Tiel has had no definitive result, and another election 
must take place between Messrs. Van Rappard and Dyckmecstel, 
neither of whom obtained an absolute majority. In Amersfoort Mr. 
Van Asch van Wyk, the anti-revolutionary candidate, was elected. At 
Harlingen Mr. de Roo van Alderwerelt, a radical, was elected without 
opposition, the ex-Minister, Fransen van de Putte, declining » request 
to become a candidate. Another election must take place at Hoort,, 
Mr. Van Akerlaken being elected member of the First Chamber. 

In the First Chamber the newly-appointed President, Mr. Vos Van 
Steenwyk, has delivered his speech, which had no political significance. 
The Second Chamber has re-elected Mr. Dullert as President, but ther 
choice has yet to be approved of by the King. 
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"THE NEW STEAMERS FOR THE PACIFIC MAIL 
STEAMSHIP COMPANY. 

The American papers say :—The City of Peking and the City of Tokio, 
‘the twin steamships recently built for the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, possess a peculiar interest as experiments in American naval 
‘architecture. Considering the long period for which we have been out 
‘of practice in steamship building, and that Great Britain, for many years 
past, has been doing four-fifths of the whole of this kind of construction 
‘that has been done in the world, we stund at an important disadvantage, 
so far as respects experience, in competition. Our work, however, is now 
‘before the world, and the results of these two vessels, when they come to 
be fairly tried, must go far towards determining the future of iron steam- 
‘ship building in the United States. The cost of these vessels comes sonear 
that of constriction in Great Britain that it may be conceded we have 
conquered that obstacle to competition with our chief rival. The points 
that remain tol be tested are strength, speed, and economy of working. 
As to strength, there is perhaps but one point that remains open to 
doubt. The builder has not adopted the principle of underlaying the 
upper deck with a coating of steel riveted to the sides of the vessel, con- 
-stituting the ship virtually an iron tube, which has been incorporated 
‘by some of the Atlantic companies in the structure of their ships, with a 
vast acquisition of strength ; and it remains to be seen how the City 

of Peking and the City of Tokio will stand the powerful strain to which 
they will be exposed in the rough waters on the eastern and southern- 
shores of Japan and in the Yellow Sea. They may prove strong enough 
for their purposes, considering that they carry light cargo; but it is 
‘certain they would have been stauncher with this modern improvement. 
It has long been a question between American and British steamship 
builders whether wider beam and greater depth, and consequently 
superior carrying capacity, cannot be reconciled with the attainment of 
‘the highest speed. Our builders have taken the affirmative side of this 
problem, the British the negative. The City of Peking has been 
constructed upon the American idea ; and her performances will go far 
towards settling this disputed point. She is 423ft. in length, which is 
somewhat below the length of the recently-built English iron steamers ; 
but her breadth, being 48ft., is 4ft. greater than theirs, and her depth 
being 38ft. is from four to six feet more than theirs. But, so far, we 
have had no means of testing the two principles ; nor could we have a 
satisfactory trial except under the circumstances of the two classes of 
vessels running in the same waters and with the same kind of cargo. 
The run out of this harbour and outside of Sandy Hook made by the 
City of Peking on Saturday last affords no criterion whatever of her. 
8) as compared with several Liverpool steamers which were leaving 

e port at the same time. It wasno race. At the same time, it must 
be allowed that the tests of speed have thus far proved very 
satisfactory, and leave room for hope that Mr. Roach has at 
length demonstrated the truth of the American principle. She 
makes 144 to 15 knots an hour, with 53 revolutions per minute, 
and 57Ib. of steam. On returning to New York from Boston on the 
9th of September she sailed from Sandy Hook Light to Governor's

THE SIMONOSEKI INDEMNITY. 
: (BOSTON ADVERTISER. ) 

The first instalment of the indemnity became due and was paid 
August 22, 1865. The second instalment became due November 17, 
1865, and was paid January 8, 1866. The third instalment became 
due February 15, 1866, and was paid. It is to the fourth, fifth and 
sixth instalmenta, which became due on the 15th of May, August and 
November, 1866, and which were not then paid, that the recent de- 
spatches refer. They amount in the aggregate to $1,500,000, of which 
one-quarter is due to the United States. The sum received by the 
United States from the three instalments that were paid in 1865 and 
1866 was $375,000, which was computed in Mexican dollara, and the 
avails thereof invested in United States registered 10-40 bonds. The 
interest, as received, has been invested in the purchase of similar bonds, 
and the arnount of the fund, as stated in an official paper by the Secre- 
tary of State, under date of 13th March, 1872, was $780,354, the fund 
having nearly doubled in less than ten years, from the gain in exchange 
at the time of the original investment and the addition of interest. 
We are unable to state what disposition has been made by the Govern- 
ments of France, Great Britain and the Netherlands, who received their 
respective shares of the instalments paid by Japan at the same time 
with the United States; and it may be that those Governments have 
felt justified in pressing for the payment of the residue by reason of 
serious demands upon them from persons morally entitled to share in 
its distribution. But so faras the United States are concerned, there 
has been, we believe, no claim made for compensation for any injury to 
commerce resulting from the erection of the batteries in the Simonoseki 
Straits. 

The inconsiderable expenditure of money which was incurred by the 
United States in the naval operations which gave rise to the convention 
of 1864 is indicated in an official letter from the Secretary of the Navy 
to the Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Affairs of the House of

THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY AND THE 
RAILWAY COMPANY. 
(NEW YORK TIMES.) 

Shortly after the completion of the Pacific railroads across the con- 
tinent in 1869, two contracts were entered into with the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. One of these was with the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company, regulating the China and Japan trade; the other was 
with the Union Pacific, regulating the business between New York and 
San Francisco. The first contract came into operation in January, 
1871, and seemed to work satisfactorily to both parties and the public 
until last year, when the management of the Pacific Mail Company 
changed, and a repudiation of the contract followed. The managers of 
the Pacific Mail Company claim that the contract was illegal, inasmuch 
as it was connected with procuring the subsidy from the Government 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, as appears from an alleged 
section in the agreement. as follows: “In consideration of the friend- 
ship and assistance of the Central Pacific Railroad Company in promot- 
ing the passage by Congress of an Act giving to the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company increased compensation for a semi-monthly mail service 
between San Francisco and China, and providing such increase shall be 
made during the forty-first Congress or forty-second on terms accept- 
able to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, this contract shall 
binding and shall continue in force during said semi-monthly contract 
between the Post-office Department and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company for such increased service.” 

The managers of the Central Pacific are very reticent as to what, if 
any, steps they will take against the Pacific Mail Company for the 
damages growing out of the violation of this contract. It is rumoured, 
however, that an action for $1,000,000 damages will be brought in the 
California Courts, and that an effort will be made to attach the vessels 
of the company. It is, however, extremely doubtful, in view of the 
nature of the contract, whether any such action will be taken. Under 
the second contract the Union Pacific guaranteed the Pacific Mail 
$24,000 per steamer on freight, on two steamers per month between 
New York and San Francisco. The late Horace F. Clarke, then Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railroad, believing this contract disadvan- 
tugeous to the railrond, availed himself of one of the provisions con- 
tained therein, and terminated it. A litigation is now pending in the 
Courts between the Pacific Mail and Union Pacific in reference to this 
contract. Since the termination of these contracts a ruinous competition 
hassprung up, and all attempts at compromiseand settlement have proved 
fruitless. Where the blame attaches it would be difficult to say, but cer- 
tain it is that the stockholders of both companies are severe sufferers for 
the want of a little common sense and sound judgment. The latest 
phase of the controversy is a rumoured combination of no small mag- 
nitude, embracing the railroads between Philadelphia, New York, Balti- 
more, and San Francisco, for a new and powerful line on the Pacific 
Ocean, to run exclusively in the interests of the railroads and their 
European connections. The name of Governor Leland Stanford, of 
California, hag been prominently mentioned in connection with the 
contemplated enterprise. A TZimes reporter had an interview with 
Governor Stanford in regard to the matter at the Windsor Hotel. The 
Governor stated that he was not prepared at the moment to give to the 
press any specific information on the subject. The report that any 
negotiations were on foot between the Pacific Mail and the Central 
Pacific was without foundation. He believed that, until the establish- 
ment of an independent line of steamers, the railroads would be unable 
to command the China and Japan trade. An independent line was 
essential to the full development of the resources of the railroads, The 
execution of the project had been hastened by the action of the Pacific 
Mail Company in discriminating against freight carried over the Pacific 
railroads. In regard to the meetings alleged to have been held by the 
officers of the railroad companies he was not then prepared to say any- 
thing. If negotiations pending were successfully concluded, he thought 
it very likely that he (Governor Stanford) would visit Europe to make 
arrangements for the purchase of vessels. At present it was premature 
to say anything positive in relation to the affair. 

In an interview subsequently had with Mr. Russell Sage, President 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, that gentleman expressed re- 
gret at the present competition between the Pacific Mail Company and 
the Pacific Rail which, he said, was injuring all parties. He 
claimed that the Pacific Mail Company were willing to do anything in 
reason to put an end to existing difficulties, but the efforts to edna 
the railroads to agree upon fair terms had proved abortive. The Pacific 
Mail Company had offered to make a contract, subject to revision at 
the expiration of three months, in case it was found not to work satis- 
factorily, but the offer was rejected. He attached little importance to 
the reports in regard to the establishment of a rival line. If the rail- 
roads attempted anything of the kind they could be at once enjoined 
for violation of their charters. It was quite likely, however, that Go- 
vernor Stanford and others would try to establish a line in connection 
with the Pacific Railroad.

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pering, and so much so that its old friends would hardly 
know it again. 

But there is another side to this picture. For a year or 
two back the Chinese authorities have had it all their own 
way, as for some incomprehensible reason the British Con- 
sular officials ignore the Treaty, when the Chinese are 
stubborn, and refuse to do anything for British subjects ; 
in point of fact, it is considered a scrious loss to be a Bri- 
tish subject. Title deeds for land, made out to foreigners, 
and stamped in due form by both the Chinese and British 
authorities, are ignored when native squatters choose to 
erect their houses on foreign-owned ground, and Chinkiang 
is subject to constant inroads from large numbers of squat- 
ters, many of whom are driven from their houses by floods 
in the districts to the north of the Yang-tsze. We will 
give but one instance of the manner in which the undoubted 
rights of British subjects are ignored. A British merchant 
purchased from a fellow-countryman a corner plot of ground 
at a short distance from the Concession, and some under- 
lings in the officials’ yamens have built upon the most. 
valuable portion next the corner of the two streets ; they 
refuse to move, and though one of the merchant's title 
deeds gives the boundaries on one side by West Gate-atreet, 
and on the other by Fish-lane, yet the junior Consular 
officer, charged with the duty of protecting and watching 
over British interests, declares that the appropriated piece 
of ground does not belong to him, because the Taontai 
will not surrender it. Truly, this is a valid and indis- 
putable reason! Surely it is time to put a stop to the dis-. 
graceful state of things at which we have thus briefly 
glanced, and it can only be put a stop to in the manner 
which we indicated in our previous article. Chinkiang, as 
far as British interests are concerned, has one great want 
in order to make it a thoroughly prosperous outport ; it 
wants the presence of a Consul or a Vice-Consul of proved 
ability and energy, to enforce respect for the rights of 
property, and, as far as in his power lies, the fulfilmept of 
treaty obligations generally. 
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THE PRESENT CONDITION OF CHINKIANG. 

IN our issue of June 29 we took occasion to comment 
on the folly of withdrawing a superior Consular official 
from Chinkiang, and we pointed out that the withdrawal 
was ordered in 1868 in the face of the fact that the port 
was gradually, but surely, increasing in importance. The 
remarks which we then made have been more than con- 
firmed by recent advices from China; and though it has 
been the fashion with many, notwithstanding favourable 
trade statistics, to speak disparagingly of the port in ques- 
tion, we are still of opinion that it has been unjustly 
treated, and that it is high time for it to receive more 
attention in official quarters. Chinkiang of yore—nay, 
less than twenty years ago—was a place of great import- 
ance as a centre of trade, from which vast districts to the 
north and south of the great river were supplied with 
native and foreign goods ; and its position at the very 
point where the Grand Canal crosses the Yang-tsze, if we 
may use such an expression, is fora river port an unrivalled 
one. The Taiping rebels captured and held the city fur 
some time, and, we need hardly say, left it a mass of 
broken bricks, and after their disappearance its trade was 
for years frequently paralysed by threatened attacks from 
marauding bands of Nienfei on the north side of the river. 
What wonder, then, that its resuscitation has been a work 
of time? In 1864 and 1865 its appearance was 
wretched and woe-begone in the extreme, although even 
then a good trade was being done ; but in ten years 
revivifying influences have had time to work, and they 
have worked, as will readily be seen from the following 
sketch of some of the improvements of recent years. The 
British Concession at Chinkiang is but a small one, com- 
prising some sixteen or seventeen lots of irregular size. 
Six years ago it boasted but one foreign hong, an ugly 
building known as “ 's Folly ;” and all the hulks 
were anchored on the north side of the Yang-tzse,—a 
matter which was always a bone of contention between 
foreigners and the Chinese authorities. Things are now 
changed, and changed considerably for the better. The 
chief American merchant and steamer agent, two years 
since, moved his hulk to the south side of the river,—a 
little below the creek at the Custom-house,—bought up all 
the property there, cleared it of the wretched native 
shanties, and built a two-storied house and godowns ; he 
has also planted trees and actually laid out a garden. 
Concession Lot No. 1, a large, double lot, formerly belong- 
ing to Messrs. DENT and Co., was built over with semi- 
foreign houses four years ago. A British merchant has 
purchased lots 2 and 3, and on the former now stand two 
godow ne with a dwelling-house above, and on the latter 
been erected a fine dwelling-house, together with a 
godown, compradore’s house, and other offices ; the sur- 
rounding compound contains a lawn, trees, shrubs, straw- 
berries, grapes, figs, &c. Three years back another British 
merchant built a two-storied house and godown on lot 
No. 5; “ 3 Folly” stands as it was, and four other 
lots are built over, two on the middle, and two on the 
back roads of the Concession. Behind the Concession 
again, almost all the land, which but yesterday was a mass 
of shapeless ruins and broken bricks, is now covered with 
good brick Chinese houses, and is all occupied westwards 
even up to the lofty hill, on the southern side of which is 
perched the British Consulate. Clearly Chinkiang is pros- 








THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 

ORIENTALISTS. ; 
THE philological transactions of the Congress reached 
their culminating point on Thursday, the 17th, when the 
Aryan Section, under the presidency of Professor Max 
MULLER, held its sitting in the afternoon at the Royal 
Institution. The fame of the learned Professor brought 
together the largest meeting of the session, so that the 
commodious lecture room was nearly filled by an appre- 
ciative audience, among whom were some twenty ladies. 
Their expectations were not disappointed, and althout? 
the address occupied an hour and a quarter in delivery, the 
attention of every person was engrossed by the eloquent and 
trenchant passages it contained throughout to its peroration, 
their approbation being expressed by repeated plaudits. 
Without entering into the details of this brilliant address, 
it may be said that its chief attraction was the liberal- 
minded cosmopolitan spirit in which the leading features 
were couched. This was no dry discourse upon Sanscrit 
and the earliest Aryan languages, such as severe philolo- 
ists would confine their studies of them to. Professor 
ULLER traced his theme back to the days of the Vedas, 
and placed before his audience a graphic sketch of the 
primitive nature of these hymns, showing that if they 
were rude in composition, as compared with the Psalms 
and other later religious stanzas, nevertheless they are 
vigorous in conception, from which may be inferred that 
the people who composed and sang them were among the 
worthiest progenitors of mankind. When he concluded 
by repeating his English. translation of the latest known 
hymn of the Vedas, the imagination was carried back to 
Aryan antiquity as if restored again to life, and we could 
hear the priests and people singing to the praise of the 
gods :—‘“ Come together! Speak together! Let your 
“minds be concordant. The gods, by being concordant, 
« receive their share one after another. Their word is the 
“ same, their counsel is the same, their thoughts are at 
“one. I address to you the same word, I worship you 
“with the same sacrifice. Let your endeavour be the 

“same! Let your hearts be the same! Let your | 
“ be the same, that it may go well with you.” Copies © 
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this hymn from the Rig-Veda, in the original Sanscrit, 
with a translation in German, were distributed, but not 
in sufficient numbers. 

Last, but not least in importance, the Ethnological Sec- 
tion, President, Professor OWEN, C.B., Secretary, RICHARD 
CuLt, Esq., F.S.A., held their sitting on Saturday, in the 
Lecture-hall of the Royal Institution. There was a large 
attendance of members and their lady friends. Behind 
the lecturer’s chair were rs ie and drawings, and on 
the table in front numerous photographs illustrative of the 
subject to be expounded in the address. From what fol- 
lowed that might be designated the Typical Races of Man- 
kind in the Earliest Civilised Ages of Egypt. The learned 
Professor accounted for his appearance at the Congress of 
Orientalists—which he deemed almost apologetically be- 
yond the sphere of his studies—to the desire of Dr. Brrcn, 
who was aware of some researches he had recently made 
in Egypt among the catacombs on the Nile. Modesty is 
proverbially said to be one of the true characteristics of 
great men, and in this instance there was no exception to 
the rule, for the President riveted the attention of his 
audience by the profound and masterly manner in which 
he treated his subject. An outline of its general scope 
will be found in another column, but we cannot pass it 
over without adverting to some of the photographs ex- 
hibited, and the accompanying explanations of Professor 
Owen. These photographs were obtained after consider- 
able difficulty during three separate visits to the tombs of 
the ancient Egyptians, where the coffins and wooden 
sculptures had not suffered from the vandalism of Euro- 
pean collectors or Arab desecrators. They are of the 
ordinary cabinet size, yet the forms and features of the 
defunct as represented on the coffin lids in ulto relievo, and 
statuettes, are as clearly defined as on any marble sculpture. 
Some of them are double figures, as those of husband and 
wife, while others represent male and female persons 
singly. On every sarcophagus there were hieroglyphic in- 
scriptions in such a perfect state of preservation that the 
learned Professor had no difficulty in having them copied 
‘and deciphered, so as to ascertain who were the individuals 
embalmed in them, their status in primeval Egyptian 
society, and the ages in which they lived. These were all 
persons of rank, and the artists who had sculptured their 
features had evidently preserved exact likenesses of the 
deceased, as they varied considerably in detail, although 

merally exhibiting a high type of civilised mankind. 
faded, what struck the Professor was the remarkable 
similarity between the expression of their faces and those 
of highly intelligent Europeans of the present day. This 
statement was fully borne out by the photographs exhibited, 
which are marvellous in depicting these sculptures, and 
when the President informed the members by referring to 
a chronological diagram, that they dated from three thou- 
sand to four thousand years before the Christian era, one 
could not help looking at these effigies with a feeling of 
awe. One was specially referred to, as the likeness of a 
lady in the prime of womanhood, whose features must 
have been so thoroughly European in their mould that 


Professor OWEN remarked if she had lived at the present | 


day, with the exception of a darker complexion, she could 
have appeared in English society of the hike! type, as a 
rival to the belles of the ball-rooms. <“‘ Yet,” he remarked, 
in his gravest manner, “she died nearly six thousand 


ears ago.”

WE have reccived two volumes, published by order of: 
Mr. Hart, the Inspector General of Chinese Maritime 
Customs, which cannot fail to prove very useful. One is 
a collection of port catalogues of the Chinese Customs col- 
lection at the Vienna Exhibition of 1873, compiled to 
illustrate the international exchange of products ; and the 
other is a statistical statement of trade of the Treaty Ports 
for the last ten years, also compiled for the Vienna Exhi- 
bition. As reference was made to these books at the time 
they were first issued, we have only now to add that their 
arrangement under the present form is a great acini, 
‘A special feature, however, in connection with them is the 
fact that they were printed at the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms press at Shanghai, and the work of native compositors: 
and printers. For excellence of workmanship they cer- 
tainly would not suffer by comparison with the work of 
any of the best London printing-offices, and the care shown 
in their arrangement reflects great credit upon everyone 
concerned in their compilation. 


Ir is rumoured that the revenue cruisers on the China 
coast, several of which are most effective, well-built, and 
well-found twin screw gunboats, are to be transferred from 
the Customs’ service to the provincial Government of Foo- 
chow. This step is taken, we presume, with a view to 
their employment in the case of active hostilities between 
China and Japan. 


We hear that Mr. Epwarp SoLsE, Interpreter in the 
Consular Service, and now on leave, has retired, owing to 
ill health. Mr. SoLBE joined the service in 1863. His 
pension will be calculated on the new scale of ten years’ 
service, counting as fifteen for retirement.

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF ORIENTALISTS. 
; (Continued from our last.) 
SaTuRDAY, 19TH. 

At ten o'clock the members assembled at the South Kensington 
Museum, where they were received by Mr. Cunliffe Owen, the director, 
and other gentlemen officially connected with the institution. From 
the Museum they repaired to the Albert Hall, in the gallery of which 
Dr. Leitner gave a learned and eloquent exposition of the collections, 
which occupied four large cases, and which comprised nearly five 
thousand objects illustrative of the art, natural history, literature, and 
numismatology of Western and Central Asia and Northern India. 
These cullections had been partly exhibited at the Vienna Universal 
Exhibition of 1873, and had there been regarded with much interest ; 
and may be classified as (1), a collection of Greco-Buddhistic, Indo- 
Scythian, ancient Hindu, and other sculptures; (2), a collection of 
manuscripts, Persian, Turki, Arabic, Sanskrit, Thibetan, Kashmiri, and 
other languages ; (3), a miscellaneous collection, illustrative of mining, 
quarrying, metallurgy, agriculture, horticulture, forestry, raw products 
for pharmacy, substances of food as products of industry, textile indus- 
try and clothing, leather industry, metal industry, wood, stone, glass, 
and earthernware industry, smull ware and fancy goods, graphic arts 
and industrial drawing, and art applied to religion ; and (4), collection 
of Lhassa, Ladaki, Balti, and Dardu curiosities, and of articles of 
industry from Yarkand, Khotan, Bokhara, Kafiristan in the Hindu- 
Kush, and other districts. Atmongst the Kashmiri manuscripts, the 
first, it is believed, which have ever been brought to Europe, occur 
“ Hassan Makash : a Treatise on Love,” by the Kashmiri Ahmad Baba ; 
“Sikander Nama, or Life of Alexander,” a Kashmiri poem, written by 
Pandit Ram Lachman ; a poem on the subject of Joseph and Zuleika 
(wife of Pharaoh) ; together with ‘The Patience of Saints,” the first 
Kashmiri specimen translated into English by Dr. Leitner, and called 
“‘Dastan Shibli; or, Story of Shibli, one of the patient Saints.” The 
numismatic collection consisted of about 1,000 coins—Bactrian, Par- 
thian, Arsacian, Kashmiri, Indo-Muhammadan, Kufic, and others—in 
gold, silver, and copper ; and the natural history collection comprised 

tween three and four thousand Himalayan butterflies and beetles 
(Kulu, Dharmsala, &c., &c.). The sculptures, to the number 
of 184, represented religious, social, and historical scenes, architec- 
tural forms, statues of Bhudda and his disciples, and of the protectors 
of his religion, and fell under the heads of (1) Greeco-Buddhistic, which 
showed the influence of, presumably, Greek art in the representation of 
early and pure Buddhism ; (2) Indo-Buactrian (closely connected with 
the foregoing) which showed the relations of the Bactrian satraps with 
either Buddhist or other north Indian princes ; (3) Indo-Scythian ; (4) 
Ancient Hindu, such as the Sati figure, representing the poetical con- 
ception of the burning of widows ; (5) Indo-Buddhistic, as showing the 

dual corruption of Buddhism by re-absorption into Brahminical 
‘orms ; and (6) Barbaric. These sculptures elucidated a period of from 
300 B.c. to a.p. 800 ; and their study would throw much light not only 
on ancient Indian history, but also on the history of art and religion, 
and on universal history, whilst the variety of types found on the 
Greeco-Buddhistic carvings possessed great ethnological importance. 
The material of which the sculptures were made was various, but con- 
sisted chiefly of slate, mortar, lime, and red sandstone. Various speci- 
mens were indicated to show that if ancient Buddhistic and Indian had 
been affected at all by foreign elements, it could only have been by the 
Greek at, and a few centuries after, the invasion of Alexander the 
Great. On the frontier of the Punjab Greek act was strongest in India. 
As we went south this influence grew weaker. Bizarre and grotesque 
imitations of Greek tradition, and want of knowledge of proportion, 
characterised the productions of each successive century. The simple 
halo became converted into the seven-headed serpent ; serpents became 
hideous dragons ; arms, eyes, and feet multiplied on the human body ; 
drapery ceded to ornament, and, except in the richness and arrange- 
ment of colours, as well as in the minuteness of elaborate carving and 
tracing (re-invigorated by Mohammedan influences), a period of de- 
@eneracy in art was foreseen, which, unfortunately, the present state 
only too completely fulfilled. It will be seen that Dr. Leitner’s exposi- 
ition of his collections, presenting as they did an epitome of the ethno- 
graphy of immense regions of the East, formed a very important 
extra-sectional department of the Ethnological Section, which met in 
the afternoon in the theatre of the Royal Institution under the presi- 
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dency of Professor Owen, C.B., F.RS.; Mr. R. Cull, F.8.A, acting as 
secretary. 





ETHNOLOGICAL SECTION. 

Professor Owen, after a ful deprecation of his claims to 
the position of President of the Ethnological Section of the Congress, 
proceeded briefly to allude to the more important contributions to 
ethnology by French, German, and Russian authors. The scientific 
staff attached to the expedition in Central Asia had enriched the 
“Transactions of the Imperial Academy of Sciences of St. Petersburg, 
with a succession of philological contributions, especially on Finnist 
dialects, which made those volumes a mine of wealth for the ethno- 
logical student. A like association of the peaceful conquests of science 
with those of war characterised the British Career in India; and in 
illustration of contributions to the physical elements of ethnology the 
President pointed to the five quarto volumes of photographic illustra. 
tions, with descriptions, of the various castes, outcasta, traders, artisans, 
soldiers, outlaws, and primitive hill tribes of Hindustan, issued by the 
India-office, under the editorial care of Sir John William Kaye and Dr. 
Forbes Watson. To Dr. Mowatt, when in the Indian service, Professor 
Owen had first been indebted for the materials of a “ Report” on the 
natives of the Andaman Islands, published by the British Association 
in 1861. The language of that dwarf Nigrito race had been well 
studied by Mr. Homfray ; and additional information had been re-. 
corded by other scientific Indian officers, as by Surgeon Francis Day 
and the lamented P. Stoliczka. Ina brief summary of present know- 
ledge of the Nigrito and Papuan tribes, the President laid stress upon 
the geological and collateral evidences.of their origin on land tracts 
related in time to recent geological changes, and to a period vastly 
remote in relation to historical time. Their interest to the ethnologist 
lay in their retention of many of the characteristics of some pre-historic 
races in Europe. The Nigritos of the Andamans, like those of New 
Guinea, waged an unmitigated, uncompromising hostility by force and 
fraud to invaders, and such a disposition was comparable to that which 
the brute species in the wild state bore to man. These Nigritos seemed 
to realise instinctively their fate through contact with a higher race, 
The men amongst them girt the abdomen against pangs of hunger with 
a flexile tendril ; Eut in other respects they showed a quite prelap- 
sarian, or quadrumanous, unconsciousness of nakedness. The Presi- 
dent proceeded to summarise the observations on which he founded are- 
commendation to ethnologists to pause before concluding that the pre- 
sent disposition of land and sea was necessarily associated with the origin 
of such low forms of humanity, and to admit the possibility, if not the 
probability, of its contemporaneity with the latest geological changes 
on the earth’s surface. . 

He then passed to the consideration of the origin, antiquity, and race- 
characters of the first scientifically-known civilised people. This part 
of the discourse was illustrated by a diagram of the dynasties and reigns 
of Egyptian kings, and enlarged views from photographs of portrait 
sculptures of individuals of the third and fourth dynasties, of a Hyksos- . 
Pharaoh of the sixteenth dynasty, of a monarch of the twentieth dynasty, 
of the native race after the expulsion of the “Shepherd Kings,” and of 
Pharaoh's of the Greek race, including one of Cleopatra which, from the 
circumstances of ita discovery, supported the belief of its being a true 
likeness of that queen. The physiognomies of the race that founded 
the civilisation of ancient Egypt were supplied by numerous statues, of 
which the noblest was that of Cephren, the Phra, or Pharaoh of the 
fourth dynasty, who built the second of the great pyramids of Ghizeb. 
Photographs of this statue were exhibited ; the refined, intellectual face, 
with its calm and dignity, was worthy of a modern typical European, 
whilst the anatomy of the frame was as true as if from the chisel of a 
Michael Angelo. According to the “table” exhibited, this king lived 
4,200 years B.c. The sculptor worked 2,000 years before the time of 
Phidias, What was the period of incubation reaching to such perfection 
in both the creative and mechanical parts of that noblest of the arta! 
From the best testimonies bearing on the chronology of Manetho, the 
President inferred that, if the Sebbenyte priest had erred, it was by 
omission, rather than commission ; and he expressed his conviction that 
the chronology set forth in the “diagram” bed squared with the sum 
of scientific evidence on this important question. In the present 
paleontological evidence of the antiquity of the human race, 7,000 years 
seemed but a brief period to be allotted to the earliest civilised and ad 
ministratively-governed community ; it seemed natural that such con- 
ditions should first have arisen in a land with such unique blessedness 
of soil and climate as Egypt, and with the high racial characters of the 
people flourishing under its ante-diluvian Pharaohs. The question a8 
to the origin of this race was then discussed ; followed by remarks on 
the evidence of the periods required for the origin of the leading varieties 
of the human species. Some remarks on the evidences of the respective 
antiquity of Egyptian and Chaldean civilisation followed, and the 
President concluded by appealing to his fellow Orientulists to cast aside 
pre-possessions as to time, place, affinity, race, for which there might 
not be a groundwork of rightly-observed, well-determined data, and to 
bring to bear on the dark vistas of the past the pure daylight of science. 


Several papers which had been prepared by members of the Congress 
were, owing to the pressure on the time of the section, taken as read. 
One of the most important of the papers thus offered to the section was 
that by Dr. Forbes Watson, reporter on the products of India a 
keeper of the India Museum, “On the Establishment, in connection 
with the India Museum and Library, of an Indian Institute for Lec- 
ture, Inquiry, and Teaching ; and on its Influence on the Promotion 
Oriental Studies in England, on the Progress of Higher Education 
among the Natives of India, and on the Training of Candidates for the 
Civil Service of India.” Dr. Watson has published a pamphlet on the 
subject. ¢ 

The other papers were :— On the Moat Ancient Chinese Palsso- 
graphy,” by Professor Leon de Rosny; ‘On Pasigraphy,” by Herr 
Bachmaier, Director of the Munich Gallery, inventor of the system. 
Pasigraphy is the system of universal writing by means of numbers, 
which do duty for words, the same numbers standing for the corre 
sponding weeds in ‘all languages. Dr. Bachmaier, through the pro 
President of the Section, presented 300 copies of each of three Pasi- 
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graphical Dictionaries, German, French, and English, to Congress for 
distribution among the members. 

Professor Oppert then returned thanks for the kind reception which | 
he and all foreign members had experienced, and the notice which had 
been given by the Press and the scientific world of London in general. 

The last business of the Congress was the selection of the place of 
meeting for next year, and, on the recommendation of the Council, 
Russia was fixed on, although not by a unanimous vote. Comte 
Woronzoff Dashkow was nominated President, with an acting com- 
mittee, consisting of W. W. Grigorieff, Professor of Oriental History 
and Dean of the Faculty of Oriental Languages in the University 
of St. Petersburg ; K. P. Patkanoff (an eminent Armenian scholar) and 
D. A. Chwolson (a distinguished Hebrew and Arabic linguist), both 
Professors of the same Faculty (the only one known throughout Russia 
for Asiatic Languages and Sciences), and H. A. Kuhn, who is charged 
with the explanation of antiquites in Central Asia. Thus closed the 
London meeting of the International Congress of Orientalists. 


BANQUET AT THE MANSION-HOUSE. 

In the evening the Lord Mayor entertained the members at dinner at 
the Mansion-house ; the guests numbering about 130. A novel interest 
was given to the Banqueting-hall by the appearance of many of the 
guests from Oriental countries in native or official costume ; but this 
portion of the company, though the scene was to many perfectly new, 
appeared quite at home at the table in the Egyptian-hall. Among the 
guests were—His Royal Highness Prince Charles of Roumania, hia :

J. M. Rodwell, Shunker Punderung, Professor Spiegel, Professor Stenz- 
ler, Dr. Ludwig Stern, Sir M. Coomara Swamy, Professor Dr. Schrader, 
Major Wilson, Professor Wright, Professor Dr. Wustenfeld, Professor 
Weber, Professor Weil, Professor Dr. Windisch, Imamura (Japanese 
delegate), Mr. and Mrs. Davenport. 

After the completion of the ceremony of presenting each guest to the 
Lord Mayor, Sir Andrew Lusk, Bart., and the Lady Mayoress, the com- 
pany proceeded to the Egyptian Hall and took their seats, grace being | 
said by the Chaplain. The dinner, which was supplied by Messrs. Ring 
and Brymer, commenced with the far-famed aldermanic “ turtle soup.” 

After the banquet the loving cup passed round, the guests having 
very soon acquired, by observation and through friendly explanation, 
the necessary information on the subject. During the banquet the 
band of the Coldstream Guards played several pieces ; and during the 
evening Miss Leonora Braham, Mr. Ker Gedge, Mr. Warwick Jordan, 
Mrs. Bae, and Mr. R. De Lacy sang a selection of part music, Miss 
Braham giving, in addition, two or three solos. . 

The Lord Mayor, in proposing the first toast, said,—In this ancient 
City, after dinner, on occasions like the present, we give expression to 
our kind thoughts and feelings in a few short complimentary senti- 
ments ; and we first of all invariably drink to the health of her Gracious 
Majesty our Sovereign. (Cheers.) I have no hesitation in saying to 
the distinguished and learned strangers present that we are proud of 
our Queen. (Renewed cheers.) She is a most exemplary and most 
constitutional Sovereign. The purity of her life the simplicity of her 
tastes, and the practice of so many social virtues endear her to the 
people of this fortunate and free land. I hope that you gentlemen from 
abroad will always respect her as muchas we Englishmen love her. In 
the response to the toast the foreign guests joined with the English ones 
with marked cordiality. 

In giving the next toast, “The Prince of Wales, the Princess of Wales, 
and the rest of the Royal Family,” his lordship said he was certain that 
if the Prince had been in this country during that week he would have 
manifested an interest in the proceedings of the Congress of Orientalists; 
adding that they all knew that the attainments of the English Royal 
Family as linguists were of no mean order, and the Prince of Wales was 
no exception to the rule. 

The Lord Mayor, in then proposing “ Prosperity to the International 
Congress of Orientalists,” said :—Many great and distinguished persons 
have dined in this old hall, but I question if, having regard to our 
numbers, so many eminent and learned men ever met together in this 
historic place at one time as do this evening---men not only remarkable 
in England, but in Europe, nay, in the world. I verily believe that 
since the day when that great and motley assemblage gathered together 
at the building of the Tower of Babel, and got confounded, there has 
been no gathering where in so small a place so many languages could be 
heard and spoken at one time. I am proud to have the opportunity of 
entertaining such a distinguished company. I ought to be so, for it is 
as remarkable for its ability as it is distinguished for ita learning. I am 
the nominal representative of the greatest community that the world 
has ever yet seen, Babylon and Nineveh included ; I represent a shrewd, 
an‘active, and an intelligent people, able to appreciate, from learning and 
experience, any progress of thought or knowledge that may come in their 
way. They andI hail with pleasure the presence of the Congress of Ori- 
entalsin London at this time, and in our City language, I, in the name of 
these citizens “bid you a jhearty welcome.” (Cheers.) Now, permit 
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me to say that people are continually asking me, “Who and what 
is the Congress or Orientalists?” Well, I tell them, and I think it 
is good advice, read your newspapers regularly every morning and 
evening and you will understand. I believe, and I shall be put 
right if wrong, that this learned body tries not to bring about confusion 
but harmony among the peoples of the world. They try to learn and 
teach us what has been in the past, particularly in that interesting 
quarter of the globe called the East—yes, the very place whence the 
fountains of civilisation began to spring, whence so many blessings 
have flowed to the West. The questions they discuss are interesting 
not only to London but to all mankind, wherever progress, art, science, 
and knowledge have obtained a footing. I know that some of these 
questions touch our old and our cherished opinions ; but we are ready 
to hear, and expect to be confirmed more and more by their discussion 
in the truth. Now, I should like to talk a long time about learned 
men and their works, for Ido like and admire them. They are the 
lights set on the hill of the world to guide us; they are the fountains 
whence flow the waters from which we receive refreshment. But you 
did not come here this evening to hear me speak, but to see or to 
listen to some 
“Orient pearls at random strung.” 


You came to listen to some of those great men who illuminate this age. 
I am going to call on Professor Leon de Rosny to reply to this toast. 
He is a great French scholar ; he is a Japanese scholar; he is the author 
of several books on that people and their language ; and, moreover, 


| he is Professor in the School of Oriental Languages at Paris. 


Professor Leon de Rosny, who replied in French, thanked the Lord 
Mayor for the interest he had manifested in the labours of the Oriental 
Congress. In the course of his remarks, the speaker paid a high com- 
plement to England for her investigations and discoveries in the East, 
and also for the manner in which she had disseminated the benefits 
of civilisation in Asia. He added, in conclusion, that he should always 
have a grateful recollection of the cordial welcome which he and his 
colleagues had met with. 

The Lord Mayor then gave “ The Health of the Members of the pre- 
sent International Congress of Orientalists,” as follows:—I have, in speak- 
ing of the International Congress of Orientalists, referred chiefly to the 
past—to its aims and objects. I now ask you to drink to the health of 
the members of the present Congress, that which has been so usefully 
labouring in London during this week. Its members have called our 
attention{to many questiuns that will cause us to think and consider—for 
with all our faults we are a thinking people—not only of Shem, Ham, 


and Japhet, but of the works of their successors—our fathers. I myself 


prefer to claim relationship to them rather than to those fellows with 
rough mouths, tender eyes, and prehensile appendages behind, which 
abound in the woods and forests of Africaand other places. (Laughter.) 


, With this toast I am going to couple, first, the name of Dr. Birch, 


President of the Congress—a gentleman who has not only shown 


his aptitude in organising in relation to this Congress, but 
has also shown his great learning and abilsts in that in- 
augural address which he delivercd the other day. He is 


well known from his many labours in various branches of archeology. 
He is one of the first Egyptian scholars in this country, and he is also 
president of the Society of Biblical Archwology. The French Govern- 
ment, I see by this day’s paper, have conferred on him a great honour. 
I shall ask also Professor Lepsius to respond. We are glad to see 
among us one who is a privy councillor of Prussia as well as the editor 
of many well-known and learned works on Oriental subjects, and, 
moreover, one of the delegates sent over by the German Government 
to this Congress to represent it. We are likewise glad to see here 
Shunker Pundurung, a learned Pundit of the Deccan College, dele- 
gated by the Indian Government to attend the Congress. I have not 
much learning myself, but, then, my experience has led me to have 
great sympathy and veneration for those who are learned, which, per- 
haps, answers me as well. My esteem ia always on the side of a great 
man who gives his time and ability for the public good, even though I 
ditfer from him. I am one of those who like to inquire, and, in the 
words of the learned professor the other day, want to know whence we 
came, where we are, snd whither we go. It is the duty of a Lord 
Mayor to be charitable, to be just and to be hospitable. If I have this 
evening been the means of cheering any pilgrim, helping in the smallest 
degree the cause of sound thought, of wisdom, and of science, I have 
had an ample reward. (Cheers.) 

Dr. Samuel Birch, who responded first, said the success of the 
present Congress had been most gratifiying to the English members, 
who had experienced the great pleasure of meeting and seeing for the 
first tine those distinguished Orientalists who had come to this country 
to be present on the occasion. It should never be forgotten that the 
revival of Oriental learning commenced in the City of London, and that 
the princely munificence with which the late East India Company en- 
couraged the efforts of their talented servants in their researches led 
the way in that development of the knowledge of Oriental languages 
which was now witnessed in Europe. He thanked the Lord Mayor, in 
the name of the Congress, for the kind reception he had given it, and 
for the hospitality they were then enjoying. 

Professor Dr. Lepsius responded in English as follows :—My Lord, 
Ladies, and Gentlemen: I feel it a great honour to be called upon as 
one of the representatives of the present members of the Congress ; but 
certainly the honour to respond to the toast which has been proposed 
is much greater than is my power to do it justice before so illustrious 
an assembly. In fact, 1am not able to make a speech in your own 
language worthy of this spot and of this moment. May I, therefore, 
be allowed to express in a few words the warmest thanks of myself and of 
my countrymen for the very gracious reception and the hearty welcome 
which we have found in this country on this occasion ? All Orientalists 
in Germany know that they owe more to England than to any other 
country for their studies. England possesses all the treasures of the East 
in a quite inexhaustible abundance of monuments, books, inscriptions, 
and all other materials for Oriental studies. England has, and ever will 
have, the greatest power in the East ; it knows the way how to secure 
every part of the East to study Oriental languages and nations on the 
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spot. We have to follow im this respect the footsteps of England. Our ! restored to the East, whence they originally came. He considered him- 


pvint of departure to the East lies in the West. For this reason it is 
very natural that we have come over fromm Germany in a greater nunfber 
than was perhaps anticipated, because we are in general not a travelling 
people as you are, and because our learned men prefer tu stay at home 
and to quietly work amidst our books, which we obtain from all the 
world. Wecame on the occasion of the International Congress to bring 
you personally our thanks and our acknowledgments for all you have 
done for Oriental studies. And now let me state that not only have 
many iu lividuals come over to shake hands with their Oriental friends, 
whose labours and works they knew lung before, but a great part of 
them were sent expressly by our German Governments, as your lord- 
ship has already stated. Almost every German university is repre- 
sented here by one or several of our best Oriental scholars sent over as 
official representatives by their respective Governments. Now, all 
science is more or less historical, the science of nature not excepted. 
Science is the answer, or at least the attempt to answer, the old com- 
mandment, “ Know yourself,” directed not only to every indivi- 
dual, but to all mankind. We are occupied with ourselves in 
every study. But Oriental studies have this important position, 
that they are connected with the languages and nations of the 
oldest countries of the civilised world. The Indian languages are, if 
not the origin, at least the key, of our own European languages. The 
Semitic people ascend much higher in their history and chronology. 
The Egyptian people will always be the oldest which we know histori- 
cally in its proper seat ; we trace it back to more than 5,000 years with 
the monuments in our hands. But beyond these three great branches, 
which were particularly privileged in human civilisation, there is the 
much older common Arabian, of what is called the Turanian nations 
and languages. Now this peculiar and important position of the Orien- 
tal sciences which takes every day a greater extent in Germany, is 2lso 
acknowledged by the German Governments as of great importance. 
The proof is in their sending out so great a number of learned men, 
and I think it is a pleasing instance of their encouraging these studies, 
not only for us, but for all Oriental schulars. Now they will hear with 
satisfaction how well their intentions were taken up, not only by our 
fellow-labourers in this country, but also by such a high and noble 
authority as your lordship, the representative of English hospitality, 
of English love of science, and of the peaceful advancement of general 
cultivation of the human mind. (Cheers.) 

Shunker Punduring, who also spoke in English, and with a pure 
accent, in completing the response to the toast, after speaking of the 
brotherly feeling shown by the English nation towards India in the 
subscriptions tou the Bengal Famine Fund, remarked that the natives of 
India were not only connected with those of England as memters of 
the same empire, participating in the benefit of the benign rule of Her 
Majesty the Queen, but also connected with them by ties much closer 
—the ties of blood. They were members of the same Aryan family as 
the natives of this country ; and he was sure he expressed the sense of 
that distinguished assembly when he said that one reason why the 
International Oricntal Congress was entitled to that encouragement 
which the people of this country had accorded to it was, that the 
labours of the illustrious scholars that adorned its roll tended to demon- 
strate that we are all brothers of the same family, though separated by 
distance, colour, and creed. 

Sir Bartle Frere, in proposing “ The Health of the Lord Mayor,” 
said: There is probably no chief magistrate in the world, in times 
ancient or modern, whose health I might have proposed who would 
not have found here some representative to respond for him in his own 
language. Had I proposed the health of an ancient Pharaoh, Dr. 
Birch or Professor Lepsius would have been able to do full honour to 
it in hieroglyphical langnage ; had I, again, proposed the health of 
Sennacherib or Nebuchadnezzar, I ‘am certain Sir Henry Rawlinson 
would have replied in the best Assyrian; and had I gone further 
East, and proposed the health of King Rama, Professor Max Miiller, or 
some of the many Sanscrit friends I see around me, would have done 
honour to the toast in the best Sanscrit. And so with Chinese, Per- 
sian, and every other language which could be possibly named. But I 
doubt whether any of us could have proposed a toast which would be 
so unanimously well received as “ The Health of the Lord Mayor.” 
(Cheers.) Sir Bartle concluded by remarking that his lordship had 
only just returned from a visit to the country, and that even at that 
period of the year he would not forego the pleasure of entertaining, 
though with short notice, the representatives of ancient literature 
assembled from different parts of the world. (Cheers.) 

The Lord Mayor, after responding, said he was now going to propose 
a toast which all would heartily receive, namely, “The Health of the 
Patriarch of Syria,” who was a high ecclesiastic of the East and a land- 
mark of the past, being the head of a Christian Church founded by St. 
Peter in the house of Cornelius, as they would find by reference to the 
Acts of the Apostles, and therefore the head of the oldest Christian 
Church in the world. The Patriarch had previously fraternised with 
the head of our own Church, who received him kindly, and now he had 
fraternised with the Lord Mayor of London, who was very pleased to 
see him. 

The Patriarch of Syria responded with great earnestness of manner 
in his native tongue, his address being afterwards translated to the 
company by Mr. E. T. Rogers, late Consul at Cairo. This gentleman 
said that the Patriarch had commenced his speech by expressing his 
thankfulness to God for having conducted him, at his advanced age, to 
this wonderful country of England. He procecded to say that he was 
immensely surprised by the grandeur of everything he had seen here, 
by the knowledge, by the solidity, and by the hespitality of the people. 
He had been very much impressed by the learning of the people, so 
many of them knowing how to read and write. All this, and the riches 
of the people, he attributed to the Lencticence of the good constitu- 
tional Government under which the English people were existing. At 
the same time he deplored the fact that the learning now seen in the 
West, though it formerly existed, had now almost disappeared in the 
East. Ho hoped, however, that through the kindness of Eurapean Go- 
vernmente there the sciences once in their glory in the East might be- 
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self highiy honoured by having been received at the Munsion-house, 
and by having met so large a concourse of Oriental savans from all the 
nations of the world, and he begged that they would all accept hig 
thanks for the way in which he had been received. (Cheers.) 


The Lord Mayor next gave “The Presidents of the Sections of the 
Congress,” combined with the names of Sir Henry Rawlinson, Mr. Grant 
Duff, and Professor Max Muller, speaking of the last-named as a gen- 
tleman and a scholar with whose works they were all familiar, and who 
was deservedly looked up to as an authority on Eastern matters. 


Sir Henry Rawlinson, in responding, said he was proud of havi 
been selected as one of a triad in a hall representing so much Orien’ 
learning, and observed that it was the close connection of the English 
people with the East which had caused such a practical nation, which 
felt that it was now a semi-Oriental nation, to take auch interest in the 
Oriental Congress. He went on to say that there was one point whieh 
had not been noticed, and which was deserving of notice. None af 
those assembled there had passed literary lives without having given 
or received various hard blows—(hear, hear)—but personal inter- 
course suftened the asperity of literary controversy, and he believed 
that gentlemen who had been opposed to each other in literary sub- 
jects would find, on making acquaintance with their antagonists, that 
though they might differ with them on certain matters, still they were 
gentlemen and scholars, and in their future controversies would adopt 
towards each other a more kindly tone from having met at that festive 
board. (Hear, hear.) That might be a mere social advantage, but it 
was one of the great advantages of bringing large bodies of scholars and 
Orientalists together, as was done on that occasion. 


Mr. Grant Duff, M.P., in acknowledging the toast, observed that he 
might say a good deal with regard to his working connection with India 
in the House of Commons, and on several other subjects ; but, as it 
was then late, he would not stand longer between them and his dis- 
tinguished colleague the President of the Aryan Section, who, after 
having received so pointed a challenge from the Lord Mayor, would, he 
doubted not, prove that he could make himself intelligible on that oc- 
casion, and that he could make as good an after-dinner speech as he 
made the other day a presidential address. 


Professor Max Miiller said—I rise as representative of the Aryans to 
return thanks in the uname of my section for the splendid and truly 
princely and truly Oriental hospitality with which you, my Lord Mayor, 
have honoured our Congress. (Cheers.) You mentioned to-night, my 
lord, that hospitality in the East is a sacred duty. It is recognised as 
such in the Veda and in the laws of Manoo. A man who comes to 
your house is to be received with hospitality, and should he go away 
from your house disappointed, he carries away the blessings which you 
may have accumulated during many years by good works. In the 
West, hospitality is no longer a sacred duty ; but it has become a 
valued duty and virtue, and in England most particularly # is a pre- 
dominant element in the English character. (Hear.) My lord, when 
we compare the East and the West, we find on both sides the duties 
which hospitality entails. In the laws of Manoo, so far as I remember, 
there are four things which are enjoined in the hospitality a man is to 
show. He is to supply a piece of ground to sit upon, a bundle of hay 
to sleep on, some water to wash the feet, and kindly and affectionate 
speech. Comparing the West with the East, we have not seen to-night 
a bundle of hay, nor have we received water to wash our feet ; but we 
have received a place t> sit down upon, and kindly and affectionate 
speech ; and, gentlemen, we have received something else. On its 
being proposed that the meeting of Orientalists from all parte of the 
world should take place in London in the second week of September we 
were politely told we were mad, every one being away shooting or sea 
bathing. I know, however, that when London is empty it contains more 
inhabitants than the whole of the Kingdom of Saxony, and I felt certain 
that men would be found who would give up a week's shooting or sea 
bathing in order to meet some of the most distinguished scholars from 
all parts of the world. In that expectation I have not been deceived. 
Sir Henry Rawlinson, Sir Bartle Frere, Dr. Hooker, and Mr. Bosanquet 
have all done whatever they could to maintain the reputation of the 
Government of the Indian Councils and of our royal and literery 
societies for the old noted English hospitality. Besides, gentlemen, I 
knew who was Lord Mayor. (Cheers.) I felt perfeetly certain he 
would not let it be said that what every small or big burgomaster 
of Continental cities has done for this meeting, the greatest burgo- 
master in the world, the Lord Mayor of London, whose power, wealth, 
and reputation have assumed in the eyes of Continentals almost 
mythical proportions, had allowed this meeting to be ignored in the 
City of London. Tam far from saying, my Lord Mayor, that we have 
any right to expect this princely hospitality, but I'am able to say that 
we Orientals have certain claims upon you, my Lord Mayor. The 
learned profexsor proceeded to analyse the legend of Dick Whittington 
and hia cat. The word “cat” was, he remarked, derived from “aceat,” 
or “achet,” all that was bought and sold, and the English Whittington 
story came from a similar legend existing in the works of a famous 
Eastern historian living in the beginning of the 14th century ; 80 that 
the Whittington head of the Lord Mayor dynasty had an eastern origin, 
and on that ground he claimed the Lord Mayor as an Orientalist. 
(Laughter.) He knew, however, that there were sceptics in the world 
—and he was afraid some were present—men who shook their heads, 
and did not believe in the explanations which comparative mythology and 
Oriental scholarship offered to them ; but notwithstanding such objec: 
tions he confidently claimed the Lord Mayor asan Oriental. (Laughter.) 
After that truly Eastern banquet, which would hereafter be a one 
thousand and second “ Arabian Night,” he would be remembered, not 
only by Orientals, but by the whole world, as a truly hospitable, truly 
magnificent, and truly Oriental Lord Mayor of London. (Cheers.) 

Prince Charles of Roumania, who spoke in French, proposed ‘The 
Health of the Lady Mayoress ;” and, in doing so, expressed the pleasure 
which he felt at being in London during the session of the Congress, 
and in sharing the hospitality of the Lord Mayor. The Lord Mayor 
briefly returned thanks, and the company then retired.

EIGHTEENTH REPORT of the COURT OF DIRECTORS to the ordinary HALF- 
YEARLY GENERAL MEETING OF SHAREHOLDERS, held at the CITY HALL, 
HONG KONG, on WEDNESDAY, the 19th August, 1874. 


The Directors have now to submit a general Statement of the affairs of the Corporation, and Balance Sheet for the 
half-year ending 30th June last. 

The net profits for that period, including $26,290.53 brought forward from last account, after paying all charges and 
deducting interest paid and due, amount to $130,484.02, of which, after taking out Rebate on Bills not yet due, and 
Remuneration to Directors, there remains a balance of $116,042.19. 

The Directors regret that on this occasion they cannot recommend the payment of any Dividend to the Shareholders, 
for, not only has the result of the half year's working been very unsatisfactory, but they are sorry to have to announce 
that heavy losses have been incurred, and, to provide for them in the fullest possible manner, no less a sum than 
$334,000 will be required. This sum they propose to provide by withdrawing $225,000 from the Reserve Fund, and 
by appropriating $109,000 of the available balance of Profit, which will leave $7,042.19 to be carried to the credit of 
New Account. 

The Directors regret further to tell the Sharcholders that the position of some other accounts in the Bank’s books has 
become such, that provision may have to be made for losses on them in the future, and they seize upon the present 
opportunity to state, that although there may be losses on these accounts, they will not, in the worst possible event, ex- 
ceed $275,000, while at the same time only a portion of that amount may be required. In any case, whether all or any 
part of the amount is required, it will be chargeable to the Reserve Fund, leaving the future profits of the Bank avail- 
able for Dividend and for gradually again making up the Reserve Fund to One Million of Dollars. : 

The small profits made during the past half-year are attributable to the very adverse turn taken by the Exchanges 
almost at the opening of the export season in China, to the unremunerative nature of Banking business in China and 
Japan during the six months, and to the prolonged dulness in trade generally in the East. 

Though, in consequence of a combination of unfortunate circumstances, the Bank has been unsuccessfully worked 
during the past six months and suffered severe and some totally unexpected losses, the Directors consider its gencral 
position is quite unimpaired, and when trade in China and Japan reverts to its former healthy state, they see no reason 
why the Bank should not be as successful in the future as it is known to have bec. in the past. 


MARINE INSURANCE ACCOUNT. 

There is a balance of $26,069.43 at the credit of this account, the accumulation of three years, during which period 

the Bank has taken a risk on each of its treasure shipments by first class steamers—to the extent of, at first $20,000, but 
now $30,000. The Directors look to the account becoming very remunerative in the course of time.
